DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-21 and 23-72 are allowed over prior art. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 3-21 and 23-72, the prior art fails to teach a system for detecting an 
explosive within an article having an energy-discriminating acquisition subsystem including an 
x-ray CT scanner with a stationary radiation source and a stationary detector and a reconstruction 
subsystem for generating view data from an intensity measurements and for reconstructing the 
view data into data representative of the explosive where the reconstruction subsystem utilizes 
three-dimensional reconstruction techniques as claimed in independent claims 1,21,41, 48, 58, 
and 68. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
